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WHEREAS, on August 31, 1989, the Palm Beach County Board of County 
Commissioners adopted the 1989 Comprehensive Plan by Ordinance No. 89- 
17; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
amends the 1989 Comprehensive Plan as provided by Chapter 163, Part II, 


Florida Statutes; and 


WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners have 
initiated amendments to several elements of the Comprehensive Plan in 
order to promote the health, safety and welfare of the public of Palm 


Beach County; and

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Local Planning Agency conducted it 
public hearings on June 9 and 16, 2000, to review the proposed 
amendments to the Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan and made 
recommendations regarding the proposed amendments to the Palm Beach 
County Board of County Commissioners pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, 
Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners, as 
the governing body of Palm Beach County, conducted a public hearing 
pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes, on July 12, 2000 
to review the recommendations of the Local Planning Agency, whereupon 
the Board of County Commissioners authorized transmittal of proposed 
amendments to the Department of Community Affairs for review and 


comment pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes; and 
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WHEREAS, Palm Beach County received on October 4, 2000 the 
Department of Community Affairs "Objections, Recommendations, ana 
Comments Report,” dated September 29, 2000 which was the Department's 


written review of the proposed Comprehensive Plan amendments; and 

WHEREAS, the written comments submitted by the Department of 
Community Affairs contained no objections to the amendments contained 
in this ordinance; 

WHEREAS, on December 6, 2000 the Palm Beach County Board of County 
Commissioners held a public hearing to review the written comments 
submitted by the Department of Community Affairs and to consider 
adoption of the amendments; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners has 
determined that the amendments comply with all requirements of the 
Local Government Comprehensive Planning and Land Development 
Regulations Act. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 

Part I. Amendments to the Future Land Use Atlas of the Land Use 
Element of the 1989 Comprehensive Plan 

The following amendment to the Land Use Element's Future Land Use 


Atlas is hereby adopted and is attached to this Ordinance: 


A. Future Land Use Atlas page 82 is amended as follows: 
Application No.: 00-82 MLU 1(Military/Hypoluxo) 
Amendment: From Medium Residential 5 (MR-5) to Multiple 


Land Use, with an underlying/alternative 5 
units per acre (MLU/5). 
General Location: East side of Military Trail, approx. 690 ft 
north of Hypoluxo Road; 
Size: Approx. 19.18 acres; 
Uses: The following underlying uses, associated acreages and 
intensities apply to this amendment and shall be shown on the 
Future Land Use Atlas and comply with the Master Plan which is 


attached as Exhibit 2: 
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B. Conditions: This parcel is subject to the following 


conditions: 


i Development of the site shall conform with the “Design 
Criteria for Landscape Buffers and Pedestrian Open 
Space System" (Exhibit 3); 

s The height of the buildings on the Commercial High 


Office and Commercial Low Office portions of the site 
shall be limited to a maximum of 25 feet overall; 

da The height of the building(s) on the Institutional 
portion of the site shall be limited to a maximum of 15 
feet overall; 

4. At the time of re-zoning of the first portion of this 
site to be developed, a "unity of control" covenant for 
the site shall be entered into and signed by the 
applicant(s) /developer(s). 

Part II. Repeal of Laws in Conflict 

All local laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated area 
of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provision of this ordinance 
are hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict. 

Part III. Severability 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word of 
this Ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not affect 


the remainder of this Ordinance. 
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Part IV. Inclusion in the 1989 Comprehensive Plan 


The provision of this Ordinance shall become and be made a part 


3 of the 1989 Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan. The Sections of the 
4 Ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to accomplish such, and the 
5 word "ordinance" may be changed to "section," "article," or any other 
6 appropriate word. 
7 Part V. Effective Date 
8 The effective date of this plan amendment shall be the date a 
9 final order is issued by the Department of Community Affairs or 
10 Administration Commission finding the amendment in compliance in 
13 accordance with Section 163.3184, Florida Statutes, whichever occurs 
12 earlier. No development orders, development permits, or land uses 
13 dependent on this amendment may be issued or commence before it has 
14 become effective. If a final order of noncompliance is issued by the 
15 Administration Commission, this amendment may nevertheless be made 
16 effective by adoption of a resolution affirming its effective status, 
17 a copy of which resolutions shall be sent to the Department of 
18 Community Affairs, Bureau of Local Planning, 2555 Shumard Oak Boulevard

OPEN SPACE SYSTEM 


The Landscape Perimeter Buffer required by the Unified Land Development 
Code under the Multiple Use Planned Development Zoning District (MUPD) requires a 
5’ - 15’ wide buffer, depending upon the compatibility of the adjacent land uses, around 
the perimeter of the property. The proposed Multiple Land Use Amendment 
includes a 25' perimeter buffer (twice the maximum buffer requirement) including a 
pedestrian open space system linking the various uses throughout the property.

The Right of Way Buffer required by the ULDC in the MUPD Zoning District is a 20' 
wide buffer including trees 30' o.c. and a continuous hedge. The Right of Way Buffer 
for the proposed Land Use Amendment will be a 35' wide buffer including a 
pedestrian open space system along the frontage of the property abutting Military 
Trail. This buffer will also include a minimum 30% upgrade in the quantity of trees 
and hedge materials that are normally required by the ULDC.

SUPERIOR DESIGN / EXCEEDING CODE REQUIREMENTS 


The landscaping proposed for the Internal Landscape Requiremtns and buffering 
would include a 30% upgrade in the quantity of landscape materials, trees and 
hedges, from the minimum standards under the Multiple Use Planned Zoning District in 
the ULDC. This is accomplished by increasing the spacing between trees in the 
perimeter buffer and also increasing the amount of shrubs which are required as part 
of the overall landscape requirements.
